McLeod said he could not 
go into details because he 
may take legal action. 

He did say he will appeal 
the manner in which this has 
happened. 

“I have a working agree¬ 
ment, not a contract,” he said. 

McLeod, as of this week, 
will have been Pelham fire 
chief for 12 years. 

Pelham Fire Department 
has 87 part-time firefighters 
and three full-time staff — a 
fire chief, a fire prevention 
officer and an administrative 
assistant. 

The fire service provides 
fire and accident response, 
resuscitation services, extri¬ 
cation from motor vehicle 
accidents, fire inspec¬ 
tions and fire safety edu¬ 
cation, the town said in its 
announcement. 

Pelham Fire Department 
operates out of three sta¬ 
tions: Pelham Station No. 1, 
177 Hwy 20 W. in Fonthill; 
Pelham Station No. 2, 766 
Welland Rd. in Fenwick; and 
Pelham Station No. 3, 597 
Sixteen Rd., in North Pelham. 

Augustyn said the town 
will start looking for a new 
fire chief and expects to have 
one in place in the fall.

Businesses need 
to‘open their 
eyes’to barriers

PELHAM - When Joey 
Hewitt goes out to a restaurant, 
whether or not she can use the 
restroom often determines 
whether she'll return. 

And if she won't go back, it’s a 
strong possibility neither will her 
Mends or family. 

Hewitt, who faces mobility 
issues, made a presentation to 
Pelham town council with the 
joint accessibility advisory com¬ 
mittee. The group shared infor¬ 
mation about the new accessi¬ 
bility standard, the Integrated 
Accessibility Regulation, that 
came into effect July 1. 

Hewitt hoped to encourage 
local businesses to "open their 
eyes” and understand that 
having an inaccessible estab¬ 
lishment may be costing them 
customers — and money. 

It’s estimated, she said, that 
Canadian businesses lose 
upward of $25 billion a year 
because of poor accessibility. 

For residents in Niagara, 
accessible businesses are only 
a quick jaunt across the river to 
the United States, where acces¬ 


sibility standards are much 
higher, she added. 

Though private businesses 
are not included in the new 
regulation, Hewitt said it's 
important for owners to under¬ 
stand the importance of being 
accessible. 

As a member of the 
Welland-Pelham Chamber of 
Commerce board of directors, 
Ward 3 Coun. Peter Papp said 
he'd be sure to share the mes¬ 
sage with local businesses that 
being inaccessible could cost 
them customers. 

The new regulation does 
apply to public entities, includ¬ 
ing the town of Pelham, for 
which the JAAC is working 
toward compliance strate¬ 
gies, said consultant Donna 
Herrington. 

The committee provided 
council wdth a report outlin¬ 
ing the analysis of accessibility 
requirements and time lines 
for implementation. 

Anyone who works for 
the town, whether as a staff 
member, volunteer or even 
committee member, needs to be 
retrained in accordance with the 
new regulation, Herrington said.

Market committee chair 
Fred Arbour said they won’t 
know trends for sure until 
later in the season.

The heat that day broke 
temperature records across 
Ontario. Health officials, 
including those in Niagara, 
urged people to stay indoors. 

The Thursday evening 
farmers market in Fonthill’s 
Pelham Town Square 
opened at the beginning 
of May as work crews were 
putting on their last push to 
finish the reconstruction of 
Pelham St. 

“We often set up our booths 
with construction equipment 
parked all around” and filling 
parking areas usually used 
by market costomers. Arbour 
said. 

Nor is the construction 
inconvenience over. The town 
plans to rebuild a parking lot 
the market uses each week. 
It’s expected to be done later 
in August or early September. 
The work will increase the 
size of parking spaces and 
add a sidewalk. 

“We’re told it will only take 


a week,” said Arbour with a 

The owner of Klager’s 
Food Market on Pelham St. 
is familiar with tentative con¬ 
struction timetables. 

Despite the distractions, 
market shoppers have kept 
coming especially during 
Thursday night concerts at 


the Fonthill bandshell. 

The market runs from 
4:30 p.m. to dusk and over 
laps with the 7 p.m. to 9 p.m. 
bandshell concerts just over 
the hill on Pelham Town 
Square. 

The two events continue to 
complement each other. 

Shoppers pick up corn, 


peaches, blueberries, pota¬ 
toes, popcorn, cheese, sweats, 
ice cream and barbecue ham¬ 
burgers and sausages. They 
then take in the music at the 

This year the market com¬ 
mittee banned dogs from 
the food areas for safety and 
health reasons. 


"Some people are quite

The market usually has 
about 20 vendors selling 
local fruit, vegetables, flow¬ 
ers, honey, cheese, jams and 


prepared foods. 

The interest in locally 
grown and prepared foods 
remains strong, Arbour said. 

“I think we’ve seen more 
people here this summer 
than last summer.”

Money raised from 
electronic waste 

In onthill firefighters should have little 
trouble piling up tons stuff on Aug. 27. 

The association of volunteer firefighters 
will hold an electronics recycling day on 
that day. 

Ontario Electronic Stewardship, a 
company that specializes in recycling 
electronics, will provide the equipment to 
collect radios, cellphones, computers and 
other electronics. It will pay the firefighters 
$185 per tonne collected. That money will 
be used to help cover costs of the firefighters 
extrication team. 

The team not only opens cars, trucks and 
vans at accident scenes, it also competes 
in firefighter games in Canada and the 
United States. The Pelham team has proven 
successful and has the medals and trophies 
to prove it 

The original idea was to hold the recycling 
day at Pelham Fire Station No. 1 on Hwy. 

20. However, town staff recommended 
moving it to the parking lot beside town 
hall in Pelham Town Square. The potential 
congestion of cars and trucks tuning off 
and onto Regional Rd. 20 - as people line up 
to dump their unused phones, fax machines 
and amp lifers - could become a problem. 

The extrication team could find itself 
prying open cars colliding in front of the 
station, rather than collecting donations. 

Ontario Electronic Stewardship has 
lists of 'electronic waste; Youcanbetyou 
have a lot of it cluttering up your home. 

On the list are amplifiers, audio and video 
players and recorders, cameras, cellphones, 
desktop and laptop computers, copiers, 
faxmachines, monitors, pagers, printers, 
radios, receivers, scanners, speakers, 
telephones and answering machines, 
tuners, turntables, television and video 
projectors.

out for a while. This time I'll be very 
happy to get back on the bike.” 

Veloce has been a competitive 
track cyclist since 2004. His love for 
the sport began after watching Lori- 
Ann Meunzer win a gold medal 
at the 2004 Summer Olympics in 
Greece. 

“At the time for Canada to win 
a gold medal in the sport was a 
big deal,” Veloce said. “I tried road 
cycling at first but realized the 
endurance wasn’t there.” 

Veloce realized his strength was 
in sprint cycling. Upon learning 
about a new track in London, Ont., 
the Forest City Velodrome, Veloce 
decided to attend a day camp to 
test it out. 

He fell in love with the sport and 
hasn’t looked back since. 

Veloce is currently a member of 
the Canadian Sprint team, which 
is working towards Olympic quali¬ 
fication for the Summer Olympic 
Games in London next year. This 
year the Fonthill native will be com¬ 
peting in many crucial qualification 
races including the sprint cycling 
world cup events in Kazakhstan, 
Columbia, China and Great Britain; 
the Pan Am Championships 
in Argentina and the World 
Championships in Australia. 

"The big picture for me is London 
in 2012,” said a confident Veloce. 
“We have to be the fastest for next 
year and that’s what I’m working 
towards." 

While not competing, Veloce is 
working towards completing his 
studies at McMaster University 
where he’s entering his fourth 
year of Electrical Engineering. As 
a member of the national team, 
Veloce will be traveling to Los 
Angeles in the winter to train for 
upcoming events.

Trexlerton, Pennsylvania, Veloce 
encountered a bit of road rash after 
falling off his bicycle during the 
famed track cycling event. 

"I was so wrapped up in the com¬ 
petition that I didn’t even think 
about it,” said Veloce. "When it hap¬ 
pens it doesn’t feel good. But you 
get back up on your bike and keep 
going.” 

Veloce was in Pennsylvania to 
compete in the Keirin Cup tourna¬ 
ment as well as the World Series 
of Bicycling International Sprint 
Grand Prix where he competed on 
the track against competitors from 
around the world. Veloce placed 
third behind Nijisanne Phillip from 
Trinidad and Olympian Roberto 
Chiappa of Italy. 

Injuries don’t hamper Veloce’s 
concentration during competition. 
He said he’s involved in at least one 
crash a year. 

"My first crash I broke my collar 
bone,” said the 22-year-old. “I was
